Community leaders call for EDL march to be banned

POLITICAL parties, faith 
groups, community or- 
ganisations and trade 
unions have come to- 
gether in solidarity to 
oppose a proposed 
demonstration by a far 
right group. 

Members of the English 


Defence League (EDL) are 
planning to demonstrate in 
Tower Hamlets this Saturday, 
September 7, with a march 
past the East London Mosque 
and London Muslim Centre in 
Whitechapel. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: “It 
has been incredibly rewarding 
to see the representatives of such 
a wide range of groups and or- 


ganisations come together to ob- 
ject to the EDL's plans to march 
in our borough. 

“This support has come from 
national figures as well as local 
and community leaders, and tru- 
ly reflects that our borough is no 
place for hate. 

“I continue to urge the Home 
Secretary to ban this planned 
march to ensure we do not ex-

pose our residents to the EDL's 
messages of racism and hate.” 

The leader of the council's 
Labour Group, Cllr Sirajul Islam, 
said: “The EDL threat to march 
is a clear attempt to fuel hatred 
and division. 

“Politicians of all sides are 
united in their condemnation of 
the EDL march and have urged 
the Home Secretary and police 
to step in and stop the march 
taking place. 

“The Labour Party is im- 
mensely proud of the diverse 
and vibrant community in 
Tower Hamlets; we know that 
we will hold together and not 
allow the EDL to divide us.” 

Cllr Peter Golds, leader of the 
Conservative group, said: “It is 
wrong for the so-called English 
Defence League to come to 
Tower Hamlets and deliberate- 
ly cause tension. 

“The Home Secretary can 
only ban their march on the rec- 
ommendation of the Commis- 
sioner of the Metropolitan Police. 

“I have approached both the 
Home Secretary and the Com- 
missioner, and trust that they 
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will protect our residents from 
these unwelcome people.” 

Respect group leader Cllr 
Fozol Miah said: “The people of 
Tower Hamlets have always 
stood against racism. The EDL 
is not welcome in our borough. 
The Home Secretary has to stop 
the EDL from marching.” 

In a united message of con- 
demnation against the EDL and 
support for the community, 
speakers from political, faith 


and community groups held a 
press conference at the London 
Muslim Centre last Friday to call 
on residents to demonstrate 
the solidarity of the borough's 
communities. 

At the meeting, co-ordinated 
by United East End (UEE), a 
coalition of campaigning groups, 
speakers related how through 
history, communities in Tower 
Hamlets have lived in harmony.

Ken’s wildlife wonders 
are inspiring for TV

A DISUSED cemetery, 
which has been trans- 
formed into a nature re- 
serve for urban wildlife, 
will feature in a new tele- 
vision series showcasing 
the UK’s extraordinary 
flora and fauna. 

Tower Hamlets Cemetery 
Park and its manager Kenneth 
Greenway, will feature in the 
BBC wildlife series, Britain's Big 
Wildlife Revival, which is host- 
ed by ecologist and Countryfile 
presenter Elite Harrison. 

The woodland park was 
scheduled to feature on Sunday, 
September 1. 

Series producer Stephen Moss 
said Ken's appearance, and that 
of Tower Hamlets Cemetery 
Park, was inspiring and one of 
the highlights of the series. 

Each episode will focus on a 
key habitat - rivers, woodland, 
farmland, coastal, urban and 
wetland - and the creatures that 
live there. 

They will include three short 
films fronted by an expert, who 
showcases the species that need 
help and how the public can 
help save them. 

On Sunday's programme, 
Elbe took to London's crowded 
streets to find out how our 
urban wildlife copes with living 
alongside millions of people. 

She visited Tower Hamlets 
Cemetery Park and the Lon- 
don Wetland Centre, near Barnes

Three men, two 
aged 21 and one 19, have been 
arrested and bailed to return in 
mid-September pending fur- 
ther enquiries.

Glyn Robbins, convener of UEE, 
said: "The EDL does not want to 
come on a befriending mis- 
sion. Its message is one of intol- 
erance and potential violence. 

"Our community is united 
and we will stand shoulder to 
shoulder in opposing the EDL 
and everything it represents." 

The Rev Alan Green, chair 
of Tower Hamlets interfaith fo- 
rum, said: "I have been in this 
borough 15 years. 

"The EDL suggests people like 
me are being oppressed. I'm 
privileged and proud to live here. 
I've never felt oppressed. 

"It shouldn't be allowed any- 
where near Tower Hamlets.” 

Dilowar Hussain Khan, exec- 
utive director of the East London 
Mosque Trust, said: "The Mus- 
lim community does not have 
another home to go - we are 
part and parcel of society. 

"We are playing a positive role 
in helping to bring up respon- 
sible citizens. 

"Every community has bad 
apples and extremists do not 
represent all Muslims. We want 
to show our unity - we can live 
together, side by side." 

Other speakers, including 
Leon Silver of the East London 
Central Synagogue, Weyman 
Bennet from Unite Against 
Facism and Abdullah Faliq of 
the Islamic Forum of Europe, 
urged residents to demonstrate 
their opposition to the EDL 
in Whitechapel from 11am on 
September 7.

£3,000 drug haul 
recovered in raid

SUSPECTED class A drugs 
worth an estimated 
£3,000 were seized in a 
raid in Whitechapel by 
council and police 
officers. 

The drugs were discovered 
when Partnership Task Force 
(PTF) officers were given a war- 
rant to search a property in 
Wodeham Gardens on August 22. 

As they forced entry into the 
property a man in the flat ran 
to the balcony and threw a 
plastic box into the road below 
The PTF officers recovered it and 


found a significant quantity of 
suspected class A drugs inside. 
Further drugs and a large quan- 
tity of cash were also seized. Two 
people were arrested and tak- 
en to an east London police sta- 
tion where enquiries continue. 

The task force is made up of 
34 police officers funded by the 
mayor of Tower Hamlets' bud- 
get and six officers funded by 
the police. The team is 
operated jointly by the council 
and police. 

Detective Inspector Tony 
Akhigbe of the PTF said: “The 
work done by the Partnership 
Task Force is an excellent exam- 


ple of the police and local author- 
ity working together and rein- 
forces our commitment to 
tackling the issues that matter 
most to our residents in Tower 
Hamlets.” 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“Drug dealing and misuse are 
key concerns for residents. I in- 
vested in the Partnership Task 
Force specifically to focus on 
drug dealing and the anti-social 
behaviour that goes with it.” 

Deputy Mayor Cllr Ohid 
Ahmed added: “This recent suc- 
cess shows we are continuing 
the fight against drug dealers, 
in partnership with the police.”

Standing together

These visiting dignitaries 
have come to the borough to 
find out about how we work as 
a council, and to learn about 
some of our key services.

Another example of working 
together is the joint fight that 
Tower Hamlets Council and 
seven other London boroughs

are putting up against the pro- 
posed closure of ten fire 
stations in the capital. 

We have written to the Sec- 
retary of State for Local Govern- 
ment to ask him to overturn the 
mayor of London's plans, which 
in our borough would result in 
the closure of Bow fire station 
and the loss of a fire engine at 
Whitechapel. I'm concerned this 
will put lives at risk and I'm glad 
to stand alongside other leaders 
to ensure our voices are heard. 

Finally, I was delighted to 
see this week that our GCSE re- 
sults, like our A level results, were 
the best ever. In a year where 
there has been a downturn in 
GCSE attainment elsewhere, to 
see Tower Hamlets bucking the 
national trend is fantastic. 

Congratulations to everyone 
who worked so hard together to 
see such excellent results. 
Another example of where 
working together truly pays off.

Family fun 
day success

NEARLY 500 residents on 
the Ocean Estate in Step- 
ney came together to 
celebrate the nearing com- 
pletion of the estate’s 
regeneration programme. 

Families were treated to a bar- 
becue, ice cream and activities 
including a bouncy castle, fair- 
ground stalls and face painting. 

For the past four years the 
council and East Thames Group, 
along with partners including 
Bellway Homes and Wates, have 
been renovating homes and 
Infrastructure on the Ocean 
Estate. 

More than £220 million has 
been invested in the area, result- 
ing in more than 800 new 
homes, including a mix of pri- 
vate, social rent and shared 


ownership properties. Improve- 
ments have been made to the 
existing 1,200 council homes, 
new community and retail 
facilities have been provided, 
and the estate's landscaping 
has undergone major improve- 
ments. 

The programme has also 
generated hundreds of jobs and 
helped many local people to find 
work in construction and 
other related industries. 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman, who 
joined residents at the celebra- 
tion on August 17, said: “It's 
fantastic to see so many fami- 
lies celebrating what has been 
one of the borough's largest re- 
generation programmes.

ANALYSIS of last month’s 
GCSE results has shown 
that Tower Hamlets stu- 
dents did even better than 
initially thought. 

The best GCSE results ever 
seen in the borough, they 
showed a rise of more than three 
percentage points on last year, 
bucking the downward trend in 
England, Wales and Northern 
Ireland. 

This year 65.3 per cent of 
Tower Hamlets students 
achieved the government 
standard of five 'good' GCSEs - 
those at grade C or above - in- 
cluding English and maths. 

This is an increase of 3.4 per- 
centage points on last year's 61.9 
per cent. 

This is the highest proportion 
since the measure, of five 
'good' GCSEs including English 
and maths, was introduced in 
2006. 

And the borough's perfor- 
mance in these two core sub- 
jects not only eclipses the 
national average but also resists 
the national trend of decline by 
improving on last year. 

The proportion of English pa- 
pers locally being marked at A* 
to C has risen by 2.6 percentage 
points to 73.8 per cent. 

The national average was 



63.7 per cent, which was down 
on last year. Maths increased 1.3 
points to 75.4 per cent, compared 
to the national average of 57.7 
per cent, which again had de- 
clined since 2012. 

The number of students 
achieving the English Baccalau- 
reate - given for attaining top 
A* to C grades in English, maths, 
science, a modern foreign lan- 
guage and history or geography 
- increased to 21.5 per cent, up 
from 9.6 per cent in 2012. 

A level students also achieved 
the borough's best ever results 
this summer.

WHAT a sensational few 
weeks since the direc- 
torate’s previous column. 

Earlier last month, A level 
students posted the best results 
the borough has ever seen. 

As if this wasn't impressive 
enough, their fellow students 
sitting GCSEs emulated this 
triumph by also achieving the 
best results in Tower Hamlets. 

This was particularly pleasing 
when set against the national 
backdrop. At both GCSE and A 
level, results across the country 
slipped slightly. But here in 
Tower Hamlets, we are enjoy- 
ing steady improvement year 
after year. 

Perhaps most tellingly, an 
analysis of the GCSE results 
shows that students' achieve- 
ments in the core subjects of 
English and maths have 
improved so markedly that the 
borough doesn't just beat the 
national average, it eclipses it by 
some margin. The national 
average in English this year 
was 63.7 per cent. In Tower 
Hamlets it was 73.8 per cent. In 
maths the national average 
was 57.7 per cent, compared to 
75.4 per cent in Tower Hamlets. 

The exam results have to be 
looked at in the context of the 
bigger picture. We are not report- 
ing increases in double figures 
like some other boroughs 
because we are not starting 
from a position of weakness. We 
are building on strong posi- 
tions and it is pleasing to see the 
borough's education perfor- 
mance getting even stronger. 

The challenge of sustaining 
this performance and to 
improve it even further is a 
tough one, but everyone - pupils 
and students, council staff, head 
teachers, teachers, support staff 
and parents - are committed to 
the challenge because the 
reward is that our children 
receive an excellent education 
which sets them up for life. 

Like every good organisation, 
we refuse to rest on our laurels 
and know that we need to keep 


innovating if this kind of success 
is to continue. That is why there 
are several initiatives being 
launched or repeated. 

From the new term, every 
child starting school - those in 
reception or year 1 - will receive 
a free school meal. They will 
receive this even if their fami- 
ly's financial situation means 
they would not normally be 
eligible for free school meals. 
This is so we can be confident 
that every child starting school 
is eating healthily and learning 
the value of a nutritious meal. 

At the other end of the 
education age group, we are 
helping university students 
with the cost of higher educa- 
tion with our new bursary 
scheme, the Mayor's Higher 
Education Award, which will 
distribute grants of £1,500 to 400 
young people. 

The fact so many students 
have applied for these tells us 
how helpful they will be to 
students. When the applica- 
tion process closes in October we 
will start the process of judging 
each application on its own 
merits to ensure they are 
fairly distributed. Visit 
www.towerhamlets.gov.uk/ 
higher for details. 

We will also shortly be 
announcing the opening of this 
year's round of applications for the 
Mayor's Education Award, in 
which school leavers are 
given grants to help them stay in 
education after the age of 16 and 
help them fulfil their potential. 

These will be especially 
useful in the light of a change 
to the law known as Raising the 
Participation Age, which means 
young people will have to stay 
in education or training until 18. 

It does not force people to stay 
in school if they don't want to 
- for example, you could take up 
an apprenticeship or work full- 
time and study at college one 
day a week - but we want to 
make sure everyone is aware of 
their options.

THE council has helped 
1,700 vulnerable resi- 
dents with £350,000 of 
crisis grants since the 
responsibility for local 
welfare assistance 
schemes was transferred 
from the government to 
local authorities on 
April 1. 

Tower Hamlets Crisis Grants 
provide financial support to res- 
idents who are most in need. 

Jason Taiwo, 36, who 
applied for a grant to help him 
secure accommodation after 
being homeless for three years, 
explained how it had helped 
him turn his life around. 

“I was living on the street 


grants offer a helping hand 


more often than not, until I 
eventually sought help from 
Whitechapel Mission. They 
referred me to GrowTH, which 
offers sheltered accommoda- 
tion at night. During the day, I 
had to carry my stuff around 
with me, and find places to rest 
- but it was good to have 
somewhere to sleep at night,” 
Jason told East End Life. 

“GrowTH helped me apply 
for a crisis grant, and it has been 
life-changing. I can spend time 
with my son in my rented 
studio flat. It's easier to think 
about the future because I'm 
not worried about finding 
somewhere safe to sleep too.” 

Jason is now looking for 
work: “I volunteered as securi- 
ty at Notting Hill Carnival, as 


I've recently completed my 
level 2 SIA Security. None of this 
would have been possible with- 
out the crisis grant.” 

Tom Newby, advocate work- 
er at the GrowTH night shelter, 
said: “Since April, Tower Ham- 
lets Crisis Grants have played 
a vital part in helping to house 
a number of people into perma- 
nent accommodation. 

“The grant is used for rent in 
advance to help secure private 
rented accommodation. The 
new accommodation provides 
a great foundation and stable 
place for individuals to move 
forward in life.” 

Mayor Lutfur Rahman said: 
“The crisis loans provide sup- 
port for our most vulnerable 
residents, and I am pleased that 


we could help Jason find some- 
where to live. The govern- 
ment's welfare reforms will 
create enormous challenges 
for many of our families in the 
borough, but we will continue 
to do all we can to support our 
residents through these 
changes.” 

GrowTH has given 169 peo- 
ple church-based shelter since 
November 2012 and successful- 
ly resettled 66 people. Seven of 
those have been supported 
into permanent accommoda- 
tion with the support of a 
crisis grant.

Smokers told tobacco would keep 
them safe from the great plague

THE trading vessels that set off for 
the New World, for Asia, and for the 
West and East Indies from the 16th 
century onward, brought back a 
number of goods, without which it’s 
impossible to imagine the London 
of today. 

No morning tea or coffee? No sugar with 
which to sweeten it? And where would Lon- 
doners be without the potato a London 
without chip shops is a baleful prospect. 
But none of the new crops that came into 
Wapping seemed to catch on quite so quick- 
ly as tobacco. 

The first bales are said to have been land- 
ed from Virginia in 1586, and the first pipe 
of the stuff is supposed to have been 
smoked at the Pied Bull pub in Islington 
(though presumably somebody must have 
stopped for a smoke en route from Wap- 
ping to north London). 

Less than 30 years later there were 
some 7,000 tobacconists in London, and de- 
spite the attempts of the tobacco-hating 
James I to tax the stuff out of existence (he 
described it as “a custome loathesome to 
the eye, hatefull to the nose, harmefull to 
the braine" in his famed 1604 essay A Coun- 
terblaste To Tobacco), Londoners couldn't 
get enough. 

Literally. James had his ministers limit 
the Virginia planters to exports of no 
more than 100 lbs of the stuff a year. Just 
like modern governments, the monarch ex- 
pressed a loathing of the drug while hap- 
pily pocketing the excise duty. 

By the middle of the 1600s the health ben- 
efits of the weed were being proclaimed 
(a brilliant fiction that persisted into the mid- 
dle of the 20th century), with Spitalfields 
apothecaries selling tobacco and prescrib- 
ing it as a protection during the Great Plague 
that carried off around 100,000 of the es- 
timated 460,000 Londoners in 1665. 

And despite the miserable failure of to- 
bacco as a medicine, Londoners kept smok- 
ing, munching and sniffing the stuff (with 
chewing tobacco and snuff just as popu- 
lar as pipe tobacco). 

Wapping, Whitechapel and Spitalfields 
tobacconists in the 1700s were identified 
by the large wooden figure of a black In- 
dian (native American) with a crown and 
kilt of tobacco leaves. 

So lucrative was the trade that top artists 
were employed to produce cards and shop

bills, with the young Hogarth turning his 
brush to tobacco adverts. 

As the centuries wore on the fashions 
changed. By the 19th century cigars and, 
increasingly cigarettes, were gaining pop- 
ularity in London. 

The size of the trade is evidenced by the 
construction of Tobacco Dock at Wapping. 
And the great quantity of unrefined tobac- 
co now being brought in to the Pool of Lon- 
don from Virginia and elsewhere was 
matched by the vigorous attempts of 
gangs such as the River Pirates and Heavy 
Horsemen (not to mention many working 
on the docks) to liberate the stuff. 

So a bonded warehouse, with tight se- 
curity needed to be built. The warehous- 
es were part of the massive London Docks, 
begun on the marshes of Wapping in 1801 
by civil engineer John Rennie and opened 
four years later. 

And alongside grew up the East End cig- 
ar and cigarette industry. 

The East End has a plethora of trades that 
have come and gone. Lace-making, brew- 
ing, tanning and a host of other stink in- 
dustries are now (largely) history, but the 
tobacco industry is almost forgotten. 

Maurice Zeegen, writing in 2003 of his 
own family firm, charted a fascinating and 
largely forgotten group of East End incom- 
ers, who made the business their own. 

“After the Huguenots and before the East 
European Jews, the Spitalfields area was 
settled by significant numbers of poor Jews 
from, predominantly, Amsterdam. 


They were known as 'Chuts', thought to 
be a take on the sound of the immigrants' 
word for good in Dutch." 

And while the Huguenots were 
renowned for their lace-making skills, and 
the 19th century arrivals would largely be 
employed in the garment trades, the pro- 
fession pursued by many of these people 
was cigar-making. 

Many small workshops and factories 
were established in Bethnal Green, 
Whitechapel and Spitalfields, among them 
the cigar factory of Zeegen Brothers in Chick- 
sand Street, off Brick Lane. 

Maurice, great-grandson of one of the 
founders of the factory, writes of his fam- 
ily business surviving into the 1920s before 
being absorbed into the Godfrey Phillips cig- 
arette company [itself also founded by a 
Dutch family], based in Jerome Street, 
Whitechapel. 

The 1911 History of the County of Mid- 
dlesex (the area east of the City wall, in those 
days, belonging to the now defunct coun- 
ty) suggested that the tobacco industry was 
still a huge employer in what is now the 
East End. 

It stated that the manufacture of tobac- 
co is carried on very largely in East London 
and Hackney, which contain 76 factories 
for the production of tobacco, cigars, ciga- 
rettes, and snuff. 

In all London there are about 180 facto- 
ries in this trade, and in the whole of Eng- 
land, the metropolis included, there are 
about 430, so that in the number of its to- 


bacco factories East London occupies a con- 
spicuous position." 

The number of factories (some major op- 
erations such as the Carreras works in Cam- 
den, which would eventually relocate to 
Basildon, Essex) was remarkable enough. 
But there were numerous small workshops 
too, employing pieceworkers to treat the 
tobacco, roll cigars and produce pipe and 
plug tobacco. 

The tobacco industry in the East End was 
thus very like its natural counterpart, the 
matchmaking industry, where for every 
giant Fairfield works (Bryant and May's 
factory in Bow's Fairfield Road, which is 
now the Bow Quarter, but was once the 
largest 'manufactory' in Europe) there 
were thousands making phosphorous 
matches in tiny workshops (even in their 
own homes), and suffering the horror of 
'phossy jaw' as a result. 

The raw tobacco would be 'liquored' and 
'stripped', then the leaf handed over to 
'stovers,' who first placed it on a steam-pan 
to separate the fibres, and then on a fire- 
pan to make it fit for keeping and improve 
its smoking quality. 

The final process was that of 'cooling,' 
where a current of cold air is passed 
through it to drive off the moisture. 

The cigars the East Enders made were 
known, reasonably enough, as 'British cig- 
ars' in the late 19th and early 20th centu- 
ry, and the quality - if variable - was often 
surprisingly good. Cuban cigars were the 
acme of smoking excellence of course, but 
were expensive. 

Reports of the time compare the best of 
the East End cigars as 'infinitely superior' 
to the fake Havanas flooding into the Lon- 
don Docks from Belgium and, by the ear- 
ly 1900s, Mexico. 

The huge cottage industry began to fal- 
ter under the attack of cheap imports from 
the Americas and, in the early 20th centu- 
ry, from the new fashion for Egyptian cig- 
arettes, as cigar smoking declined. 

Ironically it was the massive populari- 
ty of smoking in the 20th century that saw 
off the small East End firms. 

Adoption of the drug was driven by 
the big corporations who could afford 
to advertise their products and drive 
cigarettes from a minority pursuit to a habit 
pursued by most adults. 

Now it was all about the brand, and the 
East End cigarette factories died off one 
by one.

Hospital site 
plan is given 
the go ahead 

THE former Oueen Eliza- 
beth Hospital site in Hack- 
ney Road is set for a new 
lease of life. 

The council's strategic devel- 
opment committee voted in 
favour of the redevelopment of 
the site at its meeting last 
Thursday, August 29. 

It means the majority of the 
buildings will now be demolished 
to make way for 188 residential 
units in two courtyard build- 
ings, plus 90 square metres of 
commercial/community space. 

The development, which will 
retain part of the original facade 
of the old hospital on Hackney 
Road, will include 43 per cent af- 
fordable homes. 

The committee heard 183 
objections to the plans had 
been received, with the major- 
ity relating to the design of the 
new development, the possible 
impact on local properties, and 
the small number of commer- 
cial units included as part of the 
planned redevelopment. 

But committee members 
heard the impact on neigh- 
bouring properties was not 
deemed to be significant and the 
site would be a key way of 
meeting the council's commit- 
ment to provide more housing. 

The application will now be 
referred to the mayor of London, 
who is required to consider the 
committee resolution and deter- 
mine whether he is satisfied 
with the eventual outcome. 



GREEN-fingered residents in 
Wapping teamed up with 
Tower Hamlets Homes and 
the council’s biodiversity 
officer, John Archer, to open 
their first insect ‘hotel’.

Add vibrant colour with asters 


Crackdown on 
nuisance noise

ENVIRONMENTAL health officers 
from the council and the Diocese 
of London are cracking down on 
occupants of a former club 
premises in Poplar, following 
local concerns. 

Residents reported that individuals 
who have organised a series of illegal 
raves, causing noise and other nuisance, 
have occupied the former British Legion 
Club in Arcadia Street. 

One resident said anti-social behav- 
iour, such as the alleged selling of ille- 
gal drugs, was affecting the whole 
community. 

A council environmental health offi- 
cer said the nuisance will be responded 


to and, where necessary, the police will 
be involved in taking action against 
illegal occupants of the premises, which 
is on land owned by the Diocese of 
London. 

Kenny Cathro, head of property man- 
agement at the diocese, said: "The 
Diocese of London is very much aware 
of residents' concerns regarding the use 
of the former British Legion Club on 
Arcadia Street. 

“The diocese shares these concerns and 
has taken prompt action through its 
appointed solicitors to ensure the correct 
legal steps are in place to remove any 
people from the building who do not have 
a legal right to be there. 

“The matter is now following due 
legal process.” 


Plant of the month from 
the Hoxticultuxal Traders' 
Association 

ASTERS are perhaps the 
brightest of all autumn 
perennials and is one of the top 
ten herbaceous border plants 
that can bring your garden alive 
with shades of crimson, blue, 
rose, pink, yellow or white. 

Often known as Michaelmas daisies, 
asters come in several species and 
many cultivars of different colours 
and heights. They can be grown in 
combination with many other 
herbaceous plants that flower later in 
the season. Aster Achillea millefolium 
and Echinacea purpurea look good 
with these daisies and add variety to 
any border. 

Aster x fikartii Monch is traditional- 
ly lavender blue and has a flowering 
period from mid-summer through to 
late autumn and continues until the first 



hard frost. Other popular varieties in- 
clude Aster Bahamas, Barbados, Ibiza, 
Samoa and Tonga which come in rich 
purples and pink. All varieties make for 
good cut flowers and are easy plants 
for beginners to try in the garden. 

The appeal of the aster is they are very 
hardy and they last for many years. They 
thrive in most soils and like full sun or 
partial shade. Asters also provide a 
valuable food source for butterflies and 
bees so will bring wildlife to your 
garden during the autumn months.

Permit Transfer Scheme: 
for residents moving to 
3 bedroom or larger social 
rented car free homes 

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES No on-street residents' parking permits issued 


The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 

under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit

After being shown around the 
Aberfeldy Estate, the group 
then moved on to the famous 
Grade II listed Balfron Tower. 

For Tony and Donna-Marie 
the historic and emotional high- 
light was a visit to St Anne's 
Church and school where they 
literally walked in the foot- 
steps of Brother Walfrid. 

“To follow in the footsteps of 
one of the founding fathers, here 
in east London is fantastic.''

“It's important in terms of 
who we are and why we were 
formed 125 years ago and to 
think that he spent the last 15 
years of his career in this church, 
working in the local parish.”

Eating out, eating in 


Hitting the 
right spot 



Stingray offers both quality and quantity

STRINGRAY Globe Cafe is 
nestled at the east end of 
Columbia Road and is a 
welcome oasis of good 
cheer and bonhomie at the 
end of a trying day. 

We were warmly greeted by 
waiting staff and shown to our 
table. 

Warning: this place gets busy 
particularly at weekends, so I 
booked in advance which gave 
us a chance to take in the 
atmosphere of the famous 
Columbia Road, which began as 
a pathway for sheep to be 
taken to Smithfields Market, and 
is now, more charmingly, Lon- 
don's premier flower 
market and go-to destination on 
a Sunday 

Stringray is mainly about 
pizzas, and rightly so; they hit 
the spot in both quality and 
quantity so I couldn't have been 
happier. I did go a bit green-eyed 
...' over someone's folded calzone 
though, which was so large it 
bordered on obscene. 

We started with a spicy chori- 
zo sausage with salad and king 


prawns in a creamy tomato 
sauce. Presentation left some- 
thing to be desired and 
ingredients looked a little 
plonked' but function over form 
was the order of the evening and 
the dishes were delicious, with 
well-balanced seasoning and 
generous 
quantities. 

For mains we had a four- 
cheese pizza (quattro formaggi 
for the fancy-pants among us 
- mozzarella, gorgonzola, parrne- 
san and ricotta cheeses) and a 
fiorentina pizza (baked egg, 
spinach, garlic, black olives and 
mozzarella) - what's not to like! 
Other dishes and specials in- 
clude baked fish, lasagne and 
risottos, so Italian-centric al- 
ternative options are available 
for all. 

There was an error with one 
of our pizza toppings but the 
mistake was swiftly corrected 
and dealt with charmingly so all 
was quickly forgiven. 

The ambience and interiors 
are a bit rough and ready but 
perfect for a meal after drinks 
at one of the nearby twinkly 
pubs. Pricing is consistently ex- 


cellent with all pizzas in the £6- 
£8 range. With portions and 
prices like these, why would any- 
one go to a pizza chain? 

Two ate two courses, includ- 
ing two enormous pizzas 
washed down with some rather 
cheeky wines, for less than £50 
total, including service. 


And for the coeliacs among us, 
they impressively offer gluten- 
free pasta and pizzas. 

They also have a takeaway 
service.

Vegetable Cumbexland Pie - serves 2 


Ingredients 

2 large potatoes (400g/i6oz in 
total), peeled and quartered 
150 ml/quarter pint semi- 
skimmed milk 
2 tbsp olive oil 
1 onion (6og/2oz), chopped 
1 clove garlic, peeled 
Half a butternut squash 
(200g/8oz), peeled, de-seed- 
ed and cut into small chunks 


Half a red pepper (8og/3oz), 
de-seeded and chopped 
3 mushrooms (sog/2oz), wiped 
and chopped 

1 medium courgette (i50g/6oz), 
washed and cut into small 
chunks 

2 heaped tbsp plain flour 
1 tsp sweet paprika 
220g/90z butter beans, drained 
Black pepper 


Method 

1. Pre-heat the oven to 
i90°C/375°F/gas mark 5. Boil the 
potatoes, drain and make a soft 
mash using some of the milk. 
2. In a saucepan cook the 
chopped onion in the olive oil. 
Cmsh the garlic into the pan and 
add the butternut squash, red 
pepper, mushrooms and cour- 
gettes, and saute for 3 -4 minutes. 
3. Sprinkle the flour and sweet 
paprika into the pan. Cook for 
1 minute on a low heat. 


4. Gradually add the milk, 
stirring all the time, to form a 
sauce. 

5. Stir the drained butter beans 
into the sauce with some black 
pepper and pour the contents 
into an ovenproof dish. 

6. Top with the mashed potato 
and bake in the oven for 30 
minutes, until golden brown. 

7. Serve with a portion of 
lightly cooked green vegeta- 
bles, like broccoli or cabbage, or 
some sliced tomatoes.
